Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Sodomania 16 Sexxy Pistols 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Sodomania 16 Sexxy Pistols contains a range of images including naked women, 
male and female actors engaged in sexually explicit activity and sexually explicit text. The slick has 
a strong sexual focus that is sustained throughout the slick. While the slick acts as promotional 
material for a video recording containing such material, the sustained nature of the depictions and 
accompanying description, is such that it is regarded as degrading and demeaning to both men 
and women as it reduces them to sexual objects. These concerns are exacerbated by the 
reference to a "young girl" and an "old man" adjacent to two photographs of a middle-aged male 
and a female of an indeterminate age. The text suggests that this is the "young girl" in question. 
The juxtaposition of the text and sexually explicit images is sufficient for the Classification Office to 
reach the decision that the slick tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes. 

For these reasons the Classification Office is of the opinion that the availability of this video slick is 
likely to be injurious to the public good and therefore objectionable if submitted for classification 
pursuant to si 3 of the FVPC Act. While the NZBR Act has been considered, the fact that section 
3(2) is a deeming provision means that the NZBR Act is overridden and is of no effect. 

The video slick Sodomania 16 Sexxy Pistols is therefore not approved.
